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AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 49, 

relative to education. 
 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE: 

 SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 49-1-211, is amended by adding the 

following as a new subsection: 

(d)  The report published in the year 2021 pursuant to subsection (a) must 

include any available data regarding the extent of learning loss experienced by students 

in kindergarten through grade twelve (K-12) during the 2019-2020 and 2020-2021 school 

years as a result of school closures during the COVID-19 pandemic.  Data published 

pursuant to this subsection (d) must comply with the Family Educational Rights and 

Privacy Act (FERPA) (20 U.S.C. 1232g), § 10-7-504, the Data Accessibility, 

Transparency and Accountability Act, compiled in chapter 1, part 7 of this title, and all 

other relevant state and federal privacy laws. 

 SECTION 2.  This act takes effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare requiring it.
